agricultural committees of 222 in south 
Arkansas counties, the second of a se- 
lf ries of three slate conferences of agri- 


cultural leaders, opened here Thurs- 
day with C. C. Randall, assistant ex- 
tension director presiding. 


Speaking on the duties and responsi- 


bilities of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture, Dan T. Gray, 
*• clean and director, said, "While the 


headquarters of the College of Agricul- 
ture is at Faycttcville, its campus is the 
entire state of Arkansas. The College 
through its extension work serves all 
counties of Arkansas, having county 
agents and home demonstration agents 
in every county, 25 assistant agents in 
27 counties, and 24 negro county agents 
and home demonstration agents in 
counties having large negro population. 


Four Branch Stations 
I 


"In addition to the main experiment 


station at Fayetteville. we have four 
branch experiment stations located in 
special areas of production to investi- 
gate farm problems of those .areas. 
These include the Fruit and Truck 
Branch Experiment Station here in 
Hempstead county, Rice Branch Ex- 
periment Station in Arkansas county. 
Cotton Branch Experiment Station in 
Lee county, and the Livestock and 
Forestry Branch Experiment Station 
in Independence county which was ac- 
quired last year and which is now be- 
ing developed. 


"From these branch stations are con- 


ducted outlying experiments on farms 
conducted in co-operalion with farm- 
ers in addition to the experimental 
work on these stations. In short, just 
as we go to the people with extension 
work, so do go go lo Ihe farm people 
with our experimental work, in order 
that the research program attacks the 
real problems of agriculture in this 
state," Dean Gray said. 


Urnnticii on Program 


Speaking on the scope of the research 


program of the College, Dr. C. C. 
Brannen saiad: "The criticism that the 
farmer is already too efficient, stated 
at times in an attempt to explain over- 
production, expresses a complete mis- 
understanding of the farm problem. 
The inference in such u statement is 
that the farmer should lake a round- 
about course in accomplishing what he 
sets out lo do, that he should use poor 
rather than good practices. 


"Among outstanding experimental 


results of this College are the develop- 
ment of Arkansas Rowden cotton which 
because of premiums has added 2 to li 
million dollars to the Arkansas farm- 
ers' annual cotton income, the elimin- 
ation of the cattle fever lick which 
was in a large measure Ihe outgrowth 
of research work done by this state'; 
station, and the method of spot-dust- 
ing cotton. 


"The present day cultural methods 


of sod preparation, planting seed, time 
of seeding, number of plants per acre 
kinds of fertili/.crs to use, and Ihe deplh 
and frequency of cultivation, all ot 
these and many more of the processes 
of agriculture, have been given to the 
farmer 
after 
experimentation 
and 


study," Dr. Brannen concluded.

1925 by the "monkey trial" or Scopes 
rase in which William Jennings Bryan 
and Clarence Darrow clashed over the 
teaching of evolution in the schools. 
What has TVA done to Dayton? 


Evolution teaching is still barred in 


the Dayton schools, and the Bible is 
still 
prominently displayed on 
the 


waiting room table of Dr. G. V. Tay- 
lor, chairman of the cily commission. 
But there are changes in Dayton, 
which was described 13 years ago as 
a typical backwoods "hillbilly" com- 
munity. 


Dayton Gets a Hurlinr 


TVA electricity has helped bring 


about the 
change. 
Power is sold 


wholesale to a distribution system al- 
ready municipally owned before TVA 
arrived. 


Dr. Taylor, the dentist who is "may- 


or" of the town, tells of a full-fashion- 
ed hosiery mill Hearing completion to 
take advantage of the power, and of 
plans under way for construction of 
docks and warehouses, for Dayton will 
be a river port when Chickamauga 
Dam backs water up to its doorstep. 


F. E. Robinson, the druggist in 


whose "country store" the Scopes arg- 
ument begun, and who still preserves 
among his new marbletopped equip- 
ment the old wood-top-and-wire table 
around which the Scopes case was in- 
cubated, allows that the town is "200 
IA.T cent better off" than it was 10 
years ago.

Mrs. Cora Hebner Denies 


That Skeleton Is That 


of Her Husband 


For years Alois Hitler might have despaired of his Adolfs future . . . 


A failure ns an art student, an itinerant house-painter, a mere corporal in 
the German army, then a political prisoner in Munich , . . But when Adolf 
Hitler came home (lie other day, it was as the undisputed master of his 
native Austria and he indulged in the sentimental gesture pictured above 
a silent eight minutes spent before lu's parents' flower-strewn grave in 
Leonding while his conquering bombers roaerd overhead.

TVA pow- 
er is distributed through the Meigs 
County Electric Membership Corpor- 
ation, a co-operative. W. A. Shadow, 
who is also county farm agent, is sec- 
retary. 


Had No Live Wires 


In his bare little office in the coun- 


ty courthouse, he tells the story: 


"When TVA 
came 
along, there 


wasn't a live wire in Meigs county ex- 
cept for a few people here in Decalur 
who had a gasoline plant making 
enough current for a few lights in their 
houses at 25 cents a kilowatt hour. 


"That plant was junked when TVA 


entered the field here. In August ol 
1936 the TVA co-op sold 5019 kilo- 
watt hours to 139 customers. In De- 
cember, 1937, we sold 52,104 kilowatt 
hours to 723 customers. In that same 
month of August, 1936, we paid TVA 
$50.19 for power; in December, 1937, we 
paid TVA ?134.38. 


"It has been a great thing in im- 


proving the way people live. Now we 
have in the county one completely 
electrically heated home, five sup- 
plementary heaters, six electric mo- 
tors for feed grinding, seven electric 
fence systems, 30 electric water pumps, 
70 electric refrigerators, 300 radios, 
and six milk coolers, besides a lot of 
other electric apparatus, and of course 
lights in place of oil lamps. 


TVA Bringing Them Back 


"We have connected no customer 


who was connected when we came in. 
We pleaded with the Tennessee Elec- 
tric Power Co. to run wires out here, 
but they wanted $22,000 for the line. 
With the load we have, we'd never pay 
that off. So we turned to TVA at the 
first chance."

Cora Treuba Hebner, 50, told a cor- 
oner's jury here that a skeleton found 
in a storm cellor at a farm home she 
formerly occupied near here was not 
that of her invalid husband, Will Heb- 
ner, who has been missing several 
months. 


"We are proceeding with the inves- 


tigation on the theory that the body 
was that of her husband," asserted 
Prosecuting Attorney Shelby C. Fer- 
l)asoii. 


He said the coroner's jury had "sev- 


eral angles" to investigate further in 
Ihe case and probably would not re- 
turn ils verdict until Saturday. 


Mrs. Hebner was arrested at Miami, 


Fin., and returned here on a bench 
warrant charging her wilh murder. 
Tlie warrant did not name the asserted 
victim. 


After viewing the skeleton dug up 


from the cellar shortly after she 
cated a farm five miles northwest of 
hero, Mrs. Hebner told the coroner's 
jury during four hours of questioning 
that she had no idea whose it could 
be. 


She asserted that if the body was 


placed in the cellar while she was on 
the farm that it was done at night and 
without her knowledge. 


Mrs. Hebner said she did not know 


her husband was located at present 
and denied telling Florida authorities 
that he was alive and in Africa. 


Sheriff 
John T. Thompson said 


neighbors complained to him concern- 
ing Hebncr's disappearance and that 
upon investigation Mrs. Hebner told 
him she had placed her husband 
St. Louis hospital. 


Coroner II. G. McNabb said that 


three persons had identified a belt 
found about the skeleton as one worn 
by Hebner.

to the administration-backed Barney 
bill, which has been passed by both, 
houses of the legislature. 


9 Attempts to Block It 


The Barney bill was approved late 


Wednesday by the house by a vote of 
80 to 6. Nine futile attempts were 
made to amend the measure before it 
received overwhelming approval and 
was ordered sent to the governor's 
office.

were Buerkle of Arkansas, Butt .of 
Carroll, Johnson of Washington, Mc- 
ianey of Pula'ski, Roverts of Faulkner 
and Wilkinson of Sebastian! 
'-Barney's bill would remove bridge 
tolls, appropriate $5,000,000. in federal 
•aid.'jfund"' for tiank higljvjay construe-: 
tion, prohibit collection of auto in- 
spection fees, give the county turn- 
back fund an additional fourth of a 
cent per gallon on gasoline tax collec- 
tions and appropriate $1,000,000 for 
county road work for the period end- 
ing June 30, 1939. 


The administration program con- 


templates the receipt from the gov- 
ernment of half the costs of con- 
structing the toll bridges, the money 
to enable the state to claim approxi- 
mately ?4,500,000 from the government 
allottde for highway work in fiscal 
1937 and 1938. It has just been unable 
to claim the funds to date due to in- 
ability to match.

THE state of Virginia's plan to cut down the toll of pedestrian 
•1 deaths on the open hijrhway seems altogether sensible. 
Under a bill passed unanimously by both houses of the gen- 
era assembly and signed by Gov. James II. Price the state 
highway commission will build sidewalks along the most heav- 
ily traveled roads. 


The sidewalks are to be built at request of county boards 


of commissioners and each county must bear half the cost of 
construction within its borders. Henry G. Shirley state 
.highway commissioner, estimates that the walks will cost be- 
tween $7000 and $8000 per mile. 


_ That expense will be well justified if the new walkways 


bring a drop in the number of persons killed by cars on the 
open highway. Such accidents claimed more than 550 lives 
during the last three years.

tion here. 


"In the United States, and in Ark- 


ansas, the government and the people 
;>re partners in the carrying out and 
development of the extension pro- 
gram," C. C. Randall, assistant exten- 
sion director, told the group. "It was 
the intent of the Congress in establish- 
ing the Extension'Service that it should 
be an agency for the benefit of all 
rural people, and that it should be the 
connecting link between the land grant 
colleges and all the farm people in the 
state. 


"In such a slate as Arkansas, where 


agriculture is the most important in- 
dustry, and where approximately 85 
per cent of the population is depen- 
dent upon the land as a source of in- 
come, the obligations of the Extension 
Service to reach all people is a great 
one. It is a responsibility in which 
the people themselves must share, be- 
cause it is their own program which 
the College of Agriculture is develop- 
ing and executing through the Exten- 
sion Service. 


Praises Agent's Work 


"There is a county agent and a home 


demonstration agent in every county 
of the .state," he said. "Through their 


contacts with individuals and with 
groups much has been accomplished of j 
which the people of the .state can be 
proud. But necessarily, their work is 
limited, and working alone, they soon 
reach the saturation point a.s to the 
number of people they can reach. But 
this meeting here today is evidence' 
that they are not working alone, that 
throughout the .slate there are men I 
and women who have become leaders f 
in their communities, and that because' 
of them the agricultural program of 
the state is not limited, and knows no 
saturation point until every farm fam- 
ily has been touched by its influence. 


"It is the purpose of this conference 


to get these leaders together, to crys- 
talize their ideji.s and suggestions, and 
to learn what they feel should be in- 
cluded in this program which they and 
the College of Agriculture are carrying 
to the people. The organization which 
is charged with the responsibility of 
that program wants the benefit of your 
suggestions and your constructive crit- 
icisms," ho concluded. 


Other speakers on Thursday's pro- 


gram were Miss Connie J. Bonslagel, 
state home demonstration agent, W. J. 
Jernigan, state 4-H club agent, E. L. 
Arnold, extension agricultural ongi-j 
neer, J. B. Daniels, extension specialist 
in farm management, Mrs. Ida A Fen- 
ton, extension economist in home man- 
agement, and L. C. Baber, district agent 
of southwest Arkansas.

sist buyers to finance their purchase 
transactions. Frequently, the loans in- 
cluded a sufficient amount to care 
for the cost of modernization and re- 
pairs of the dwellings bought. The 
loans were made on the popular mon- 
thly direct-reduction plan, 
payable 


over a number of years, with payments 
about equal to rent. 


The lending activities of the Hope 


Federal Savings and Loan Association 
whose shares are insured, are includ- 
ed in the figures prepared by the bank. 
With the approach of spring, much 
more home building activity is antici- 
pated and bank officials stated the as- 
sociations have ample funds to care for 
the expected increased loand demand.

New investment funds received by

For the past 
year the savings placed in the associa- 
tions have shown substantial gains 
month by month which bank officials 
attributed largely to increased confi- 
dence on the part of the investors in 
the associations whose accounts are in- 
sured against loss up to $5,000 each by 
tho Federal Savings and Loan Insur- 
ance Corporation.

Move for Probe of 
TVA Meets Defeat 


Critics Says Court De- 
clares President Power- 


less in His Action 


WASHINGTON — <7P> — President 


Roosevelt's removal of Dr. Arthur E. 
Morgan from chairmanship of the TVA 
stirred up a tempest in Congress and 
produced more emphatic demands for 
a thorough investigation of the power 
agency. 


Democratic 
objections, 
however, 


blocked two efforts in the Senate to set 
an inquiry going immediately, 
al- 


though one of the objectors, Senator 
Barkley 
(Dem., Ky.) 
the majority 


leader, said there was no question of 
"the desirability" of such an investi- 
gation. 


A message to Congress in which 


President Roosevelt cited reasons for 
dismissing Dr. Morgan served only 
to increase the controversy. 
For it 


was accompanied by an opinion from 
Solicitor General Robert H. Jackson 
asserting the president was vested 
with authority to remove members of 
the TVA board from office. 


This proved a highly disputed point. 


Critics of TVA contended the Supreme 
Court had declared the president pow- 
erless to take such action. 
Others 


argued that the tribunal, while pre- 
venting presidential removal of cer- 
tain officials with quasi-judicial au- 
thority, left him free to dismiss offi- 
cers like Morgan. Dr. Morgan, him- 
self, was in Chicago. 


The 
Senate had 
hardly convened i 


when Senator Bridges (Rep., N. H.)i 
demanded immediate consideration of 
his resolution for a joint congressional 
investigatiin of TVA. Barkley object- 
ed, saying the inquiry should not be 
conducted by "partial investigators." 
Bridges has openly asserted that he 
wishes to be a member of the investi- 
gating committee. 


The Now Hampshire senator charged 


that President Roosevelt had convict- 
ed an "innocent man" at a "sort of 
drumhead trial" which did not get at 
"any of the facts."

Big Liquor Buyers 


30 to 40 Per Cent of Tax 


Comes From Border- 


ing States 


LITTLE ROCK—Revenue Depart- 


ment officials estimated that from 30 
to 40 per cent of the liquor on which 
taxes were paid in Arkansas during 
the year ending March 1, was sold in 
neighboring dry states, including Ok- 
lahoma, Kansas, Tennessee, Mississippi 
and dry sections of east Texas. 


The state liquor tax netted the state 


§1,119,419.65 during the year ending 
March 1, 1938, compared with $851,- 
185.23 for the year ending March 1, 
1937. 
The tax last year, however, was 


65 cents a gallon, compared with 40 
cents for the preceding year. 


A flourishing dry-state trade was 


indicated, they said, by the fact that 
the larger Little Rock wholesalers 
have established branch offices in 
such border towns as Fort Smith, West 
Memphis and Siloam Springs. All sales 
to dry territory, they said, are made 
by Arkansas retailers to bootleggers 
from the dry territories.
